Lebanon’s backdown 


leaves Syria dominant

Lebanon yesterday formally 
cancelled its May 17 agreement 
with {srael, paving the way for its 
reconstitution as ἃ Syrian- 
dominated state firmly~ orientated 


“| toward the Arab world in which the 
hitherto dominant Maronites will | 


have a much more circumscribed 
role. 

But in scrapping the pact Lebanon 
has left open the possibility of strik- 
ing a much more limited agreement 
with Israel, acceptable to Syria and 


the general Arab consensus, - 


safeguarding Israel's security con- 
cerns along its northern frontier. 


* The coup de grace to the pact had 

been anticipated for several weeks, 
and became inevitable following 
Lebanese President Amin Jemayel's 
capitulation to Hafez Assad in 
Damascus last week. It was 
delivered by Lebanese cabinet 
secretary Shafik al-Mneimeh early 
yesterday afternoon, after a cabinet 
meeting headed by Jemayel. 

The following is an unofficial 
translation, as carried in news 
agency reports from Beirut, of the 
Lebanese cabinet statement: 


“The Lebanese Council of 
Ministers, in its session of March 5, 
1984, headed by the president of the 
Lebanese republic. has decided the 
following: 

“I. To cancel the Council of 
Ministers’ decision of May 14, 1983, 
approving the agreement under dis- 
cussion which was signed by 
representatives of the Lebanese 
government and Israel with the par- 


ticipation of the United States as a 
witness. 

“The council has decided to 
cancel this unratified accord, con- 
sider it cull and void and alter 
everything that may have resulted 
from it. : 

“2. To notify parties that have 
signed this agreement of this deci- 
sion. 

“3. The Lebanese government 
will undertake all necessary steps 
toward security arrangements. that 
would ensure sovereignty, security 
and stability in Southern Lebanon, 
prevent infiltration across the 
southern border and bring about the 
withdrawal of Israeli forces from all 
Lebanese territory.” 

The statement supported the 
legality of the abrogation act under 
Articles 56 and 57 of the Lebanese 
constitution, according to which 
Jemayel was obliged to sanction the 
parliament's ratification of the 
treaty — something he pointedly 
refused to do. 

Irrespective of the legality of the 
act, which has been the subject of 
considerable controversey in 
Lebanon in recent weeks, yester- 
day's abrogation marks a watershed 
in the country’s political evolution. 

It has paved the way for the 
teconvening of the Lebanese 
National Reconciliation 
Conference in Switzerland, which 
official sources in Beirut were 
quoted as saying yesterday could 
get under way later this week or ear- 
ly next week. 

That conference has been 
designed by Syria, to determine the 
transition of Lebanon from a

USS. regrets abrogation 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
U.S. said yesterday it regretted 
Lebanon's decision to scrap its 
troop withdrawal and security 
agreement with Israel. 

It said those responsible-for rejec- 
ting the accord bore the respon- 
sibility of finding another formula 
for securing Israeli withdrawal. 

But a Statement read by State 
Department spokesman John 
Hughes also said: “The Unied 
States does not intend to abandon. 
the people or the legitimate govern- 


ment of Lebanon.” 


He said the U.S. would continue 
to take “all appropriate measures” 
lo ensure American personnel and 
property in Lebanon were protec- 
ted. 

Hughes noted Lebanon had said 
it had cancelled the May 17, 1983 
agreement thal Secretary of State 
George Shultz had helped 
negotiate. 

“We regret this decision,” 
Hughes said. “That proposed agree- 


ment still represents the only agreed 
formula for ensuring both Israel's 
withdrawal from Lebanon and 
Israel's legitimate security interests 
in ‘a manner consistent with 
Lebanese sovereignty.” 

“Lebanon needs peaceful, 
cooperative relations with all its 
neighbours.” Hughes said. ‘Those 
who were responsible for the rejec- 
tion of the agreement must now 
bear the responsibility to find an 
alternative negotiated formula to 
bring about Israeli withdrawal.“ 

He said the U.S. would con- 
tribute to diplomatic efforts aimed 
at ending the fighting in Lebanon 
and reaching a political solution to 
the country's conflicts, 

White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes said last night that Middle 
East envoy Donald Rumsfeld will - 
from now on work only part time on 
Middle East affairs. The rest: of the 
time, Rumsfeld will be in Chicago 
attending to his business commit- 
ments, Speakes said.

The government expects the 
IDF to submit new policy op- 
tions for South Lebanon, follow- 
ing the Lebanese government's 
abrogation yesterday of the 
agreement with Israel. 

Speaking to The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday, Deputy Prime Minister 
David Levy held out the prospect of 
a redeployment by the IDF. The 
cabinet, he said, would discuss the 
possibilities — “in my opinion 
soon.” The new deployment should 
“avoid our being stuck in a hostile 
civilian population” and at the same 
time should provide the IDF with 
the capacity “to deter (terrorist ac- 
tion), to prevent and to react if 
necessary.” 

It was simplistic, Levy said, to 
think im bald terms of picking up 
and getting out of Lebanon. That 
was not in prospect. There had to 
be, though “a middle course — en- 
suring a minimum of danger for our 
troops and a maximum of potential 
to deter and to react.” .. 

Official Jerusalem reacted bitter- 
ly when the news came through 
from Beirut of the formal abroga- 
tion announcement. A statement is- 
sued by the Prime Minister's Office 
accused Syria of “forcing Lebanon 
to surrender to a dictate which is 
tantamount to a death-sentence on 
Lebanese independence.” 

The statement said that since 
Lebanon had proved “unable to 
fulfil its international commitments 
and to prevent South Lebanon from 
becoming once again a base for ter- 
rorism, Israel, on its own, will find 
suitable means of protecting its 
security.” 

Government officials said this 


meant Israel was no longer commit- 
ted to the limitations and restric- 
tions it had taken on itself in the 
May [7 agreement, and would now 
seek security arrangements in the 
south without regard to the May 17 
provisions. 

The officials stressed, though, 
that Israel still desired and intended 
to withdraw from all of South 
Lebanon — once such security ar- 
rangements proved effective. There 
has been no revision or erosion of 
na fundamental policy aim, they 
said. 

The officials could not explain, 
however, what they meant by 
“security arrangements” given that 
efforts to woo the local Shi'ites into 
setting up anti-terrorist militias have 
failed, . 

Indeed, the formal abrogation of 
the agreement by Beirut, though 
not unexpected, seems to have 
deepened the confusion and uncer- 
tainty affecting the Israel govern- 
ment as it contemplates the collapse 
of its Lebanon policy. 

Official spokesman asserted 
yesterday that there was no point . . 
in n renegotiating security arrange- 
ments with Lebanon. The Jemaye! 
government had proved incapable 
of honouring the earlier agreement 
and there was little prospect of its 
being able to implement a new ac- 
cord, these spokesmen contended, . 

Yet, among key policymakers, 
there as was anticipation of a 
renewed dialogue soon with the 
Lebanese government, 

Labour opposition leader Shimon 
Peres meanwile called for Israel to 
implement the security aspects of 
the May 17 agreement “unilaterally 
— and at once.”

Begin: Lebanon will pay for ending pact

Near-total strike looms at gov’t hospitals

representing about one-third of the 
country’s hospital facilities will 
operate on an emergency basis from 
tomorrow morning if their 13,000 
service and administrative workers 
carry out a threat to strike. 


Planning to strike are food and 


Yaundry workers, clerical and 


housekeeping staff and all nurses 
except for a few senior personnel 
who will provide ac anmege € ser- 
vices in intensive care units, labour 
and delivery rooms and dialysis un-- 
its. 


In previous strikes employees 
permitted only enough work to 
keep hospitals running on a sabbath 
footing. This time, they say that 
most employees will not work. 


The workers are demanding two 
years’ retroactive payement of a 
four per cent salary increment 
which they say was promised them 
to bring their salaries into tine with 
those in the Histadrut’s Kupat 
Holim hospitais. 

According to Yitzhak Shomron, 
senior aide to Health Minister 
Eliezer Shostak, the ministry may 
ask the court to issue back-to-work 
orders if employees and the govern- 


ment fail to come to an agreement. 

Bella Safrin, chairman of the 
Government Nurses’ Union, said 
that the 5,000 nurses who will be 
striking also demand a committee to 
study differences in working condi- 
tions betwsen government- 
employed nurses and their counter- 
parts in Kupat Holim hospitals, She 
suid this committee was promised in 
1972 but has never been appointed. 


Ronnie Shalem, chairman of the 
HoSpital Workers’ Committee, said 
last night that if the government 
seeks hack-to-work orders he will 
go (o court and attempt to convince 
the judge that the strike is justified.

The 
consumption rate for an average 
family is only 2,800 kw hours per 
year.

Reagan’s Holocaust story questioned

WASHINGTON. The 
Washington Post yesterday 
questioned the accuracy of a story 
about President Reagan's reported 
involvement in filming Holocaust 
atrocities — a story recently told by 
both Prime Minister Shamir and 

Nazi hunter Simon Wiesenthal. 

Shamir and Wiesenthal met 
sepurately in secent weeks with 
Reagan. Both later spoke of having 
heen impressed by a previously un- 
disclosed reminisceance by Reagan 
ahout the Nazi camps. 


Reagan was said to haVe told how 
he had served as a photographer in 
a U.S. Army unit assigned to film 
the camps. According to Shamir, 
the president also said he had saved 
a copy of the film because he 
believed that. in time, people would 
question what had happened. Many 
vears later. as Shamir recalled being 
told, Reagan was asked by a 
member of his family whether the 
Holucaust occurred. 

“That moment J thought," 
Shamir quoted Reagan as having 
said. “this is the time for which I 
saved the film, so I showed it to a 
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group of people who couldn’: 
believe their eves. From then on, [ 
was concerned for the Jewish 
people.” 

The Washington Post quoted 
cabinet secretary Dan Meridor as 
confirming the Shamir account 
which was reported in Israel in carly 
December. A similar account was 
later related by Wiesenthal. 

But Lou Cannon. the new- 
spaper's White House correspon- 
dent, who has written two 
biographies of Reagan, questioned 
that particular story, saying Reagan 
never left the U.S. during the war. 

He usked White House Chief of 
Staff Jumes Baker to raise the mat- 
ter with Reagan, who confirmed 
that he had never left the U.S.“‘and 
never told anyone that he did.” 


Reagan said he had seen a film of 
the camps while working in Hol- 
lywood on an army training movie, 
remembered that World War.1 
atrocities had been questioned and 
“didn’t want atrocities against the 
Jewish people to be forgotten” ac- 
cording to Baker.

TEL AVIV (tim). — A Tel Aviv dis- 
trict court judge yesterday refused 
to release or delay the trial of 
Pinhas Mahrabi of Rehovot, 
charged with being an accessory 
after the fact in the December 
murder of i1-year-old Aisha Adnan 
al-Baash in Nablus.

Soviets reported increasing 
anti-Zionist propaganda

The officially sponsored anti- 
Zionist committee in the Soviet 
Union has been “very active" 
recently, publishing articles in the 
Soviet press denigrating Israel and 
Zionism. 

This trend was reported yesterday 
by David Yafit, chairman of the 
Israel Public Council for Soviet 
Jewry, a sponsor of Soviet Jewry 
Solidarity Week in Israel, which 
starts today. 


Yafit told reporters that recent 
newspaper articles in Russia have 
given highly exaggerated figures of 
emigration from Israel, and quoted 
Soviet Jews who allegedly claim to 
be miserable here, and side with 
Soviet policy to limit Jewish emigra- 
tion. 


Yafit said it was too early to 
detect any trends regarding new 
Soviet leader Konstantin 
Chernenko's policies on Jewish 
emigration. 

In 1983, only 1,315 Jews were per- 
mitted to leave the Soviet Union, 
the smallest number since 1970. 
Eighty-eight left in January, and 90 
last month. 

Solidarity Week is meant to in- 
crease Israeli awareness of the 
problem, said Arye Zimuki 
of the Israel! Zionist 
Council, co-sponsor of the event, 


with the Government Information 
Centre. Thursday, March 15, 
designated International Solidarity 
Day, will be marked throughout the 
west. 

_ Among the events scheduled here 
is a symposium on anti-semitic 
propaganda in Russia, at the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem 
tomorrow. The Israc! Academy of 
Sciences will also hold a special ses- 
sion on Thursday. 

President Chaim Herzog will 
receive relatives of Prisoners of 
Zion at Beit Hanass} on March 13, 
and relatives of refusedniks will at- 
tend an event at the Knesset that 
day.

of new irrigation system

HAIFA. — An innovative IS1.6 bil- 
lion system for supplying purified 
water from Haifa municipality's 
sewage trsatment plant to farms in 
the Jezreel Valley began operating 
last week amid a bitter row between 
the joint developers over who will 

manage it. 

Palgai Mayim, an association 
representing 60 settlements in the 
valley, is demanding that one of its 
members serve as project manager 
and two others as supervisors. 

The demands have been rejected 
by the national water company, 
Mekorot, which in an equal 
partnership with Palgai Mayim 
designed and built the system. 

Palgai Mayim's general manager, 
Ephraim Ben-Meir, said the as- 
sociation members would refuse to 
use the purified water and would 
pump it straight back into the 
Kishon River unless their demands 
were met. “ 

In response, the Mekorot 
spokesman threatened to cut off all 
water supplies to the valley. 

The project started seven years 


ago and involved laying a 30- 
kilometre-long pipeline from the 
sewage treatment plant to a giant 
reservoir near Afula. There the 
treated sewage is to be converted, in 


a 60-day process, into purified’ 


water, suitable for farming irriga- 
tion. Pumping to the reservoir 
began yesterday. 


“It will taks 60 days before the” 


first lot of purified water is ready for 
piping into the fields, so Mekorot 
has until then to change its mind,” 
said Ben-Meir. 

Until now treated water from the 
Haifa sewage plant has only been 
used for irrigating cotton fields and 
the rest has been pumped into the 
sea, he said. “Since this will be the 
first time that purified water will be 
used for general farming irrigation 
we want to ensure that it's not pol- 
luted. Hence our demand to have 
watch dogs on the project,” he said. 

The Mekorot spokesman said 
such demands would set an unac- 
ceptable precedent. He said Palgai 
wanted its members on the Mekorot 
board so they would have the power 
to veto decisions, but this was 
denied by Ben-Meir.

ISLAMABAD (Reuter), — Soviet

Encircled island focus of possible Iran peace move 


BAHRAIN. — The oil-rich Maj- 
noon Island in the marshlands of 
southeast Iraq yesterday appeared a 
likely target of Iraqi attack as it as- 
sumed possible political 
significance in the 41-month-old 
Gulf War. 

Foreign newsmen quoted Maj.- 
Gen, Hisham Sabah al-Fakhri. com- 
mander of the East Tigris Force, as 
saying Iraqi troops had encircled 
the island — occupied by [ran in re- 
cent fighting — on three sides. 


A senior Iranian official on Sun- 
day predicted fierce fighting in the 
urea a5 Iraq sought to retake the 
island. estimated to hold billions of 
harrels of recoverable crude oil. 

But Hojatoleslam Hashemi Raf- 
sanjani. speaker of the Iranian 
parliament, also indicated Iran 


might consider cession of the island 
to Iran in settlement of its demand 
for war reparations from Iraq. 


Teheran has demanded $150 bil- . 


lion in reparations to cover material 
losses sustained by Iran in the first 
two years after Iraq invaded it in 
September, 1980. 

In remarks reported by the Ira- 

nian National News Agency (Irma), 
he quoted unnamed Arab officials 
us saying another $100b. would 
cover further damages in the third 
and fourth years of the conflict. 
* Diplomats say Iraq. its economy 
badly hit by the cost of the war and 
a slump in its oil exports, would be 
unable to meet the reparations de- 
mand.

KGB killer given asylum 
in South Africa in 1968 


DURBAN (AP). — A former high- 
ranking Soviet secret agent and as- 
sassin was given asylum in South 
Africa in 1968 and is living in the 
country under a new identity, South 
Africa’s retired police commis- 
sioner says. 

The Natal Mercury said yesterday 
that General Mike Geldenhuys. 
who retired last year as head of the 
police, disclosed the story of 
Bogdan Stashinsky in a series of ex- 
clusive interviews. 

Stashinsky defected from East 
Germany in 1961 and confessed to 
the murders in Munich of two 
Ukrainian emigres, Dr. Lev Rebet, 
in 1957, and Stefan Bandera, two 
years later. After interrogation by 
European and U.S. intelligence, he 
was tried by a West German court 
and sentenced to eight years hard 
Jabour. 

It was clear that Stashinsky’s life 


would be in danger from other KGB 
ugents after his release, Geldenhuys 
said, and that asylum in Europe or 
the U.S. would be risky. 


“in the meantime, we were 
approached by the West German 
security service and asked to give 
this man asylum in South Africa 
because they were convinced it was 
the only country where he would be 
comparatively safe from KGB 
ugents.~ Geldenhuys said. 


He added that Stashinsky “was 
able to supply our intelligence ser- 
vice with a vast amount of in- 
valuable information on the struc- 
ture and operations of the Russian 
secret service.” 

Stashinsky, now 52, underwent 
extensive cosmetic surgery and was 
given a new family background. 
Some time later he married a 
Durban woman.

JOHANNESBUEG (AP). — The

|... Matanzima “said through, a 


spokesman that the matter was con- 


fidential and there would be no 
public comment. 

Mrs. Mandela, who is banned and 
restricted to the town of Brandfort 
in the Orange Free State, could not 
be reached for comment. 

The 61-year-old Mandela, who 
has served 2! years in prison, re- 
mains a key symbol for black South 
Africans in the struggle to end white 
minority rule. 

Mandela is a cousin of Matan- 
zima, but has long resisted South 
Africa's policy of creating indepen- 
dent black homelands, such as 
Transkei where the blacks have 
been forced to live. 

Transkei is one of four homelands 
-declared independent by ‘South 


<iAfrica. None’is-tetognized: abroad.

Jet-age ‘Battle of Britain’ under way 


LONDON (AP), — A large Nato air 
defence exercise began yesterday 
with hundreds of Nato warplanes 
staging mock attacks on British air, 
missile and radar bases to test this 
country’s air defences. 

Combat planes from nine allied 
countries, including the U.S., West 
Germany and Canada, will mount 
more than 900 separate sorties 
against the Royal Air Force in the 
three-day exercise. 

The RAF will put over 200 planes 
in the air, more than at any time 
since World War II when its fighter 
pilots in propelior-driven Spitfires 
and Hurricanes defeated Hitler's 
Lutwaffe in the Battle of Britain in 
1940. 


The British Phantom F-4 and 
Lightning interceptors will be 
backed by Danish F-104s, U.S. 
Navy F-14 Tomcats, U.S. Air Force 
F-5s and Nato’s E-3A early warning 
radar planes, said an RAF 
spokesman. 

“Enemy” forces will comprise 
West German F-104s, Tornados and 
Alpha jets, Canadian CF-104s 
operating from Dutch bases, 
French Mirage F-ls, F-104s and 
Jaguars, Belgian Mirage F-Ss and F- 
16 Falcons. Dutch Ἐ-55 and F-16s 
and Norwegian Falcons. 

Targets range from radar bases in 
the remote Shetland and Hebrides 
islands off Scotland to RAF bases 
in southern England.

Chevron has told the government 
that it will not send back its work~ 
force until their security is guaran- 
teed, Numeiri, upset by Chevron's 
stand, has sent more troops to Upper 
Nile to try to curb the SPLA. 

The army did succeed in lifting 
the siege of Nasir, a township close 
to the centre of oil operations at 
Bentiu.

In another attack, at Malwal on 
the Ethiopian border, the SPLA 
claims to have killed 180 soldiers for 
the loss of 12 of their own men.

drowned when they jumped into the 
river to escape the army. 

In the latest major attack, at Man- 
dani, the SPLA claims to have killed 


110 government soldiers and des- 
three army landing-craft. 
Allowing for the fact that both 
sides tend to exaggerate the num! 
of the enemy killed while minimizing 
their own losses, the significance of 
the casualty figures bandied about 
by both sides is the scale of the 
fighting which they indicate. This 
does not suggest ordinary hit-and- 
tun bush warfare. 


NUMEIRI HAS continued to 
blame the attacks on the Ethiopians 
and Libyans, supponed by their 
military allies, the Soviets and 
Cubans. 


While there is no evidence ‘that any 
outsiders have been engaged in the 
fighting inside the country, it is true 
that the SPLM leaders and other 
southerners have been given palitic- 
al asylum in Ethiopia —just as Sudan 
gives asylum to the Eritreans, and 
Tigraian and ordinary Ethiopian re- 
fugees. 

But the Khartoum regime insists 
that it does not allow military opera- 
tions from across its border. It ac- 
cuses Ethiopia of doing nothing to 
stop the Sudanese rebels from doing 
so, and that it is refusing to prevent 
political activities by SPLM leaders 
who have taken shelter on the Ethio- 
pian side of the border. 


Col. Gaddafi — a well-known adver- 
sary of Gen. Numeiri — has openly 
boasted of his support for the South- 
ern Sudanese. Although there is no 
hard evidence that Libyan arms have 
yet reached the rebels, this cannot be 
ruled out if the fighting continues. 
The SPLM has made it clear they 
stand ready to receive support from 
any government which is willing to 
help them.

There is evidence that agent blue, 
based on arsenic and used to 
destroy crops,causes genetic muta- 
tions, Evans said. 

The veterans fear the problem 
can only get worse as more become 
ill and genetic damages multipy in 
their descendants, Thompson said, 

“We've got to look after them 
even if these chaps elect to die at 33 
on Skid Row of plonk (cheap wine.) 
We've got to put a roof over their 
heads so they can die in dignity,” he

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THIS MONTH 6,000° British 
authors are receiving cheques 
through the post from the govern- 
ment, the first fruit of a long- 
awaited scheme which establishes 
what they regard as a professional 
right. 

The money is meant to compen- 
sate them for royalties lost when 
readers borrow their books from 
public libraries instead of buying 
them in the shops. . 

Authors fought for such ἃ scheme 
for 30 years but, as the first cheques 
arrived, there were no wild literary 
parties or quick retreats into tax ex- 
ile. Nobody has struck it rich. 


The goveroment had. allocated 
two million sterling this year, but 
8,000 ‘people appliéd and when the 
calculations library borrowing 
figures had been done and costs had 
been deducted, the average payout 
was just £261 (1S40,000). 

Novelist Brigid Brophy summed 
up the mood: “All one can say is, if 


‘one is in a profession which is 


endemically pauperized, anything is 
better than nothing.” 


Brophy’s father John issued the [1 


first call for a lending right in 1951, 
and she led the campaign in the 
1970s, arguing that writers were 
providing an unpaid service to the 


libraries. She is one of many who | | 
have called for an immediate in- 


crease in the fund, saying the pre- 
sent figure, set in 1979, has been 
overtaken by inflation. 


Jeffrey Archer, a former politi- 
cian and now the author of a fistful 
of best-sellers, has another com- 
plaint. : 

He is one of 46 top names like

InterPharm hopes to win 10 
of $ib. herpes drug market

REHOVOT. — Interferon — which 
is cultured in the cells of the 
foreskins of recently circumcized 
buby bors — will probably be ap- 
proved by the American Food and 
Drug Administration this year as a 
potent weapon in fighting genital 

_ herpes, 

This was stated yesterday by 
Isrzel Makov, managing director of 
InterPharm, whose affiliate, Inter- 
Yeda, is planning to produce in- 
lerferon commercially in the near 
future. The substance appears in 
minute quantities in the human 
body. but it does not increase suf- 
ficiently fast on its own to become a 
potent factor and to realize its enor- 
mous qualities in fighting virus in- 
fections. 

“The market for laboratory- 
manufactured interferon is im- 
mense.” 
minimum world-wide market was 
about 51 billion. “We hope to win 
between five and ten per cent of this 
market." ν 

Interferon is used not only to 
fight genital herpes, but also pink 
eye. some other diseases, and es- 
pecially cancer. Some researchers 
claim it is.a better cancer-fighting 
agent than others, others claim it is 
not. What is important is that no 
patient is declared cured of cancer 
until he is symptom-free for five 
veurs, and interferon only began to 

be used a few years ago. It is very 
expensive: a sufficient quantity to 
treat pink eye can cost $100; the cost 
in cancer cases is increased at least 
tenfold, und often much more. 

At present only one other com- 
puny.

The finale 


AMIN JEMAYEL yesterday made official his appointment as 
the vassal of Damascus, by abrogating the May 17 treaty with 
Israel. What remains undetermined is the nature of the 
prerogatives that will be lent him even as vassal. For he must 
still come to terms with the other confessional and political 
groups in Lebanon who can appeal over his head to Syria, and 
he must pacify the Phalange Lebanese Forces who yesterday 
warned they will resist his capitulation. 

Only now, therefore, will the internal sorting out in Lebanon 
begin. To what degree this can proceed without more violence 
and without the Syrians perhaps getting their own fingers burnt 
in the Lebanese cauldron only time wiil tell. 

For Israel too this is a moment of truth, of sorts. For 
everybody, but the government, that truth has long since been 
recognized: that Israel’s only purpose must be to worry about 
its northern border and that the Awali line is a self-defeating 
perimeter from which to accomplish that. 

The main question that will arise now, however, is not simply 
when to withdraw and to where, but rather whether to opt fora 
unilaterally imposed security system in the north, or a 
framework that would have explicit Lebanese agreement. 

The government and the Labour opposition yesterday 


"|; appeared to prefer the unilateral option, though some voices in 


Labour wisely demurred from this view. 

Indignation at Jemayel’s impotence should certainly not be a 
guide for Israel’s policy. It should be plain enough that while 
Israel can only rely upon itself to safeguard its northern 
settlements this does not nor should not bar the way to lending 
legitimacy to security arrangements by an agreement with the 
official Lebanese government. ἢ ᾿ 

Without such agreement the northem border will remain a 
festering political sore for the future. With such agreement the 
Lebanese government would acknowledge Israel's security 
rights and give them political standing. 

There is reason to believe that the Syrians too would not be 
opposed to such an arrangement. Such an ending to the war in 
Lebanon would be a far cry from Israel’s hopes in June 1982. 
But that is what is left to achieve. 


Burg’s skewed legacy 


HAVING PRESIDED over the disintegration of the once- 
proud National Religious Party, the indefatigable Dr, Yosef 
Burg is now maneuvering to put thé pieces together again 
before he himself, belatedly. steps down from the public stage. 

The late NRP leader, Mr. Moshe Haim Shapiro, be- 
queathed to his would-be successor a noble movement with a 
fine.record.of Zionist achievement, of authentic idealism tem- 
pered by political wisdom. m= 

There had always been vying, even conflicting streams 
within the movement. But Mr. Shapiro was able, by the force 
of his personality, to preserve the essential unity and clarity of 
purpose. 7 

This was the challenge that Dr. Burg sought to assume. His 
leadership, over more than a decade of factional in-fighting, 
bitter secessions and a disastrous electoral defeat, has been a 
story of steady, unmitigated failure. 

No amount of his famous aphorisms and witticisms can con- 
ceal the hard truth. Nor can eleventh-hour machinations with 
men who opposed him and despised him now refurbish his tar- 
nished image, or save his battered party, These are the men — 
like Rabbi Druckman MK and Rabbi Levinger of Hebron — 
who have brought religious Zionism into disrepute while Dr. 
Burg looked on in benign, irresponsible impotence. 

Urbane, cosmopolitan and worldly-wise, he always claimed 
to be a moderate at heart. He claimed that his presence at the 
head of the party exercised a moderating influence — both on 
the NRP and on the policies of the governments in which he 
unfailingly served. . 

But that claim was hollow. Dr. Burg had not the strength, or 
strength of commitment, to substantiate it, 

The party lurched to the extreme right, and was a major fac- 
tor in the nation’s swing away from political pragmatism 
and towards mystical chauvinism. 

It is an internal irony which doubtless gives Dr. Burg much 
gratification that the “Young Guard” of Zevulun Hammer 
and Yehuda Ben-Meir, who initially fomented the extremism 
of Gush Emunim within the NRP, are now to be outflanked 
from the right — and left out in the cold. 

Dr. Burg. casting aside any vestige of respectability, has 
gone to the fanatical fringes to seek his partners in his new, 
unholy alliance designed to revamp the national religious 
camp. . 

The best that can be said for this cynical exercise is that it 
may be predicated upon the departure of Dr. Burg, and, 
reportedly, of another NRP “moderate for all seasons,” 
Avraham Melamed MK. 

The legacy that Dr. Burg will leave behind him — and it is 
already being studied with zeal by Mr. Hanan Porat, the 
prodigal son returning from Tehiya — is how to concentrate 
singlemindedly on maintaining political power and not be per- 
turbed by anything as awkward as political principle.

WITHIN THE NEXT few weeks or, 
more likely, within the next few 
months, the Gulf War will reach a 
crucial stage. Many things can tip 
the scale. Israel, although not a 
central factor in that war, reported- 
ly sells arms to the. regime of 
Ayatollah Khomeini and has some 
influence on American policy- 
making in the Middle East. 

To the extent that Israel is 2 fac- 
tor in the war, an intriguing ques- 
tion arises: should Israel be in- 
terested in the survival, at least for 
the time being, of one of its 
deadliest encmies, namely, Saddam 
Hussein’s Ba’th regime in Iraq? 

On the face of it, there seems to 
be no reason for Israel to try to pre- 
vent the collapse of the Ba’th 
regime in Baghdad. Since 1948, Iraq 
has been involved militarily in every 
major Arab-tsraeli confrontation. 
The last such involvement occurred 
under the present Ba’'th rule in Oc- 


-| tober, 1973. 


fraq then sent no less than three 
divisions (two of which were ar- 
moured) to the Golan Heights. 
Their tanks descended from their 
carriers straight into battle. 
Although the proficiency of the Ira- 
qi forces left much to be desired, 
their morale and motivation were 
high. Furthermore, seen from the 
Arab side, their timing couldn't be 
better. They caught the Israeli ar- 
mour at a very delicate point in its 


advance towards Damascus; and by- 


the sheer weight of their numbers, 
they managed to arrest this ad- 
vance, and to force the Israeli 
troops to regroup, ᾿ 

In the end they suffered heavy 
losses, but since then, Baghdad has 
never ceased to take pride in its role 
in “Saving Damascus,” and to 
promise that Iraq would do the 
same with greater forces in the next 
all-out Arab-Israeli confrontation. 

Despite heavy losses, the Iraqi 
army today, at the beginning of 
1984, is twice as large as it was 
before the Gulf War started, and 
three times as large as it was in 1973. 
It consists of 24 divisions. It has a 
tank force of more than 4,000 tanks 
and an air force of some 500 air- 
planes, 

Every military planner im Israel 
has to take into account the pos- 
sibility that one morning, as soon as 
the Gulf War is over, ἃ formidable 
armoured force mounted on car- 
tiers wili start moving west from 
Baghdad, towards Jordan or the 
Golan Heights,

ir, — I refer to the article of 
Yedidya Atlas, “Debunking a 
threat’’ which appeared on 
February 12 and should like to point 
out some inaccuracies in the pop- 
ulation data of Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza that Mr, Atlas has taken such 
pains to “develop.” 

In the table used in his article, the 
1979 figures are identical with those 
which appear in Table A/! of the 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza Area 
Statistics Quarterly published by the 
Israel Centra) Bureau of Statistics, 
1982. However, the data Mr. Atlas 
uses for 1982 are the exact same 
figures as the above-mentioned 
sources data For 1980. and I do not 
know how he generated his figures 
for 1980-81. 

If one compared the population 
in Judea, Samaria and Gaza in the 
year 1979 with that of 1982, ac- 
cording to Mr. Atlas’ data, then of 


.course the percentage increase is 


small. However if the figures for 

1982 from the above mentioned 
source are used, ic, Judea and 
Samaria 721,700, Gaza 464.300, 
total 1,186,000. then the growth rate 
would be higher. 

1 should point out that corrected 
estimates for the end of 1982 (in the 
absence of any census in Judea, 
Samuria and Gaza since 1967) 
which appear in table XXVIV1 in 
the Statistical Abstract of Israel 
published by the Central Bureau ‘of 
Statistics, 1983 are as follows: Judea 
und Samaria 747,500, Gaza 476,300, 
total 1.223,800. 

Note that the El-Arish population 
was deducted after its return to 
Egypt — about 30,000. The popula- 
fon of the Rafah area was deducted 
after its return to ypt — about 
7,000. θῖν 

The adjusted population for the 
West Bank Gaza Area excluding 
Sinai in 1968 was 913,000, resulting 
in a per annum growth rate till 1982, 
based on official statistics, of 2.12 
per cent. If one views the growth 
rate of the entire Arab population 
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rebuild their atomic reactor.

This, most likely, 
would be staged by a coalition of 
factions inside of the Ba’th party 
elite and army officers. The new 
leadership could be expected to try 
to come to an agreement with Tran 
and Syria. If this proves a success, 
relations between Iraq and Iran 
would improve and so would rela- 
tions between Iraq and Syria. It 
should be noted here that since the 
early Seventies, Saddam Hussein 
and his close circle within the party, 
though ideologically committed to 
the destruction of [srael, have been 
much more pragmatic about it than 
many of their peers; they were not 
ready to sacrifice Iraq, or party- 
hold over Iraq on the altar of the 
liberation of Palestine. 

In the same vein, their rivalry 
with Syria, more often than not, 
came first, and it-prevented them, 
on more than one occasion, from 
sending troops to the Golan 
Heights. At least once, in 1976, un- 
der the pretext of their commitment 
to the Palestinian cause, the Iraqis 
amassed troops on their border with 
Syria with the intention of invading 
Syria, not Palestine. 


Military cooperation, even when ‘ 


achieved. was always hampered by 
mistrust, and the Iraqi involvement 
in the 1973 war is no exception. The 
rivalry is both factional and per- 
sonal; even: during the Iraqi-Syrian 
honeymoon in 1978-79, President 
Assad and the then vice-president 
Hussein and their closest associates 
simply could not overcome their 
mutual hate. 

The result was-renewed hostility, 
as soon as Saddam Hussein became 
president of frag in July 1979. Any 
substitute for Saddam Hussein from 
within the party or the army can 
only be less anti-Syrian, less anti- 
Tranian and less cautious about the 
fulfillment of the Ba'th promise to

If, as a result of a coup d'état in 
Baghdad, Syria and Iraq move 
closer to each other again, Israel 
would be a natura! target for Iraqi- 
Syrian (and Iranian) cooperation. 
Jordan would be exposed to great 
iraqi-Syrian pressures to cooperate, 
and very soon Israel would be faced 
with a very real threat on its eastern 
and northeastern borders. 


A MORE far-fetched, though not 
necessarily improbable, scenario is 
that of a total collapse of the Iraqi 
army and Iranian occupation of 
Baghdad. This does not seem likely 
in the near future, but it may hap- 
pen within a year or two. In such an 
event Khomeini would impose on 
Baghdad a fundamentalist Shiite 
regime, which woutd be a mirror- 
image of his own. (The candidate 
for the premiership, Hojat al-Islam 
Muhammad Bagir al-Hakim, an 
Iraqi Shi'ite from Najaf, is waiting in 
the wings in Teheran.) 

How would such a development 
affect Israel? One may assert that 
‘Israel would hardly be affected at 
all, Firstly, Khomeini would next 
turn to Kuwait and Saudi Arabia, 
and thus would become an 


American, not an Israeli, problem. - 


Also, the new Shia regime will find 
it’ extremely difficult to control 
Baghdad and the areas to its north, 
which are largely Sunni and 
relatively secular and ‘‘Wester- 
nized."

The presént cooperation between 
Syria and Iran against a common 
enemy (Iraq) and the intimate rela- 
tions between Assad and the Shi'ites 
(Iranian and: Lebanese) in Lebanon 


offer ample proof that if the cause is, 
sacred enough, cooperation may be™ 


very meaningful indeed. Fighting 
sania Israel is a sufficiently sacred 
cause for cooperation among Syrian 
Ba’thists, Iraqi Sunnis, Iraqi Shias 
and Iranian Shias, 

Let us turn now to another aspect 
of a major Iranian victory. Such a 
victory harbours a potential for 4 
spillover into other parts of the 
Middle East, and, more specific- 
ally, the Shi'ite areas in Southern 
Lebanon. 

In Islam the victory of the sword 
is often regarded as.a proof of the 
validity of the faith, and the danger 
of a “domino syndrome” is.much 
greater here than in other parts of 
the world. Thus, despite some un- 
deniable short-term advantages that 
would accrue to Israel from an ail- 
out Iranian victory, in the long term 
such a victory holds a very tangible 
threat of radicalizing large parts of 
the Middle East and thus con- 
fronting Israel with new dangers. 


WHAT SHOULD Israel do then? 
Admittedly, there isn't much Israel’ 
could do, even if it wanted to, and 
there is much to be said for caution. 
Ba'thi Iraq is still potentially a for- 
midable enemy. Seen from a 
Western viewpoint, Iraq is still a
